THE ELECTION. 
Seenes and Incidents of the Day. 


Yesterday was a day notable in the annals of 
Chicago, without a parallel in the history of our 
charter elections. It was the most exciting 
“contest that ever was witnessed here. It called 
out, as will be seen, more votes than ever were 
cast in Chicago before. It was stoutly con- 
tested at every poll. In the preliminaries noth- 
ing was lacking oo either side that the ekill and 
sagacity of trained party leaders could suggest, 
and with all these features it has passed as al- 
together the most quiet election ever known in | 
this city. 

There was no rioting, no disturbance. Nota 
citigen was deprived of his vote, if he had one. 
No one was intimidated out of lis rights as « 
citizen, and when the sun went down it closed 
upon a day every way creditable to our city. 
Shall we need to suggest that the cause of all 
this was the admirable and perfect police ar- 
rangements, which so strongly kept before the 
excitable crowds the semblance and presence 
of law, and only a few overstepped the bounds 
of the utmost quict and good order. Let any 
citizen compare this page of our history with 
the scenes enacted that blacken the official mem- 
ory of Thomas Dyer and further comment will 
be needless. 

At the Seventh Ward polls on )onday eve- 
ning at eleven o'clock, several hundred enthusi- 
astic Milesian Gurnecites had camped ovt for 
the night. Wesaw them at eleven o'clock sit- 
ting side by side, smoking their dudheens and 
bearing stiffly up for a night watch, ready to 
spring to their feet and be in line at moruing. 
With early dawn the Republicans began to 
gather and they too feil in line but stretching 
out from the polls to the eastward, while the 
Milesians were ranged toward the west. As 
it was optional with the judges, the line was 
started and order given to move from east to 
west. When thus was anoounced there was a 
disturbance at once which looked for a short 
time serious. 

The presence of alarge police force and short- 
ly after the arrival, and a pertinent and firm but 
judicious speech from Mayor Haines, aflayed 


Nearly the same order o¢ things was evacted in 
the Tenth Ward, but by nine o’clock voting was 
quietly proceediag in all the wards, and theace 
on through the day all was quiet, peaceable and 
order! 

There were bat comparatively few arrests and 
these made without difficulty or resistance, 
hey will be found noted elsewhere. The lines 
in some of the wards were at times from two to 
three blocks in length, and some of the voters 
who voted yesterday assure us that it was deno 
at the expense of from two to four hours wait- 
ing in the slow moving line. 

The weatber fe.l away sadly from its promise 
of Monday and the night succeeding. Grey 
dawn gave a grey mist and duil hued clouds 
that lowered more and more as day advance‘. 
It was a timely warning, however, end 
our turned out prepared for 
a good day's work. The figures else-
